Conservation groups 
have voiced strong opposi- 
tion to the U.S. Interior 
Department’s proposed 
rangeland manegomont 
policy, mostly stating they 
fear the policy might be en- 
vironmentally unsound. 

However, livestock pro- 
ducer groups generally 
have favored the proposals. 

Interior’s Bureau of 
Land Management receiv- 
ed nearly 120 comments on 
the proposed policy, many 
stemming from a letter- 
writing campaign insti- 
gated by the National 
Wildlife Federation. 

The proposed manage- 
ment policy was designed 
to streamline procedures 
for preparing the environ- 
mental impact statements 
required by law for 
livestock grazing decisions 
on public lands. 

Under the proposal, the 
bureau would categorize in- 
dividual parcels of range- 
land according to their pro- 
duction potential, current 
use and condition. Lands 



having the highest polcrt- 
tiul for increased fur age 
productivity or those with 
major conflicts surround- 
ing their use would rcooivo 
tho focus of short-term 
management efforts. 

Under the proposed pol- 
icy, grazing use still could 
not be increased or decreas- 
ed on a given parcel of land 
until an environmental im- 
pact statement was com- 
pleted. However, the 
bureau would no longer 
base grazing decisions sole- 
ly on Information used to 
prepare the impact state- 
ment. 

The wildlife federation 
called the proposed policy a 
retreat from tho hard-won 
principles of scientific 
range management adopt- 
ed over the years. It ox- 
pressed concern thot 
livestock operators would 
stand to gain from the 
policy at the expense of 
other federal land users. 
The federation also charg- 
ed the policy could un- 
necessarily delay grazing 


reduction decision**. 

The izaak Walton 
League of the- U.S.. another 
con nervation group, said 
the now policy would un- 
couple tho environmental 
impact statement from 
grazing decisions, thus in- 
viting delays in adjusting 
livestock numbers to the 
limits of grazing capacity. 
The new policy could also 
expose bureau managers to 
extreme pressure to post- 
pone such decisions in- 
definitely, the league said. 

The Idaho Fish & Gome 
Dept, said the policy was 
clearly an outgrowth of 
political and economic con- 
cerns, rather than a reflec- 
tion of the need to improve 
range conditions on wltich 
many species nf wildlife de- 
pend. 

The Pacific Legal Foun- 
dation said the new policy 
in general seemed workable 
and aimed at sound re- 
source managemont. 
However, it asked for more 
flexibility in categorizing 
rangeland. 
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“And now a few words from someone actually out 
(here scratching a living from farm and ranching.’*

USDA to increase overtime meat, 
poultry inspection rates on Oct. 4 


' USDA recently announc- 
ed it will raise the rates it 
charges for meat and 
poultry inspection services 
during overtime hours, ef- 
fective Oct. 4. 

The basic hourly rate will 
be increased to $14.64 from 
the current $13.46. The 
overtime rate paid to 
USDA inspectors will in- 
crease to $18.12 from 
$16.76 an hour. The cost of 
laboratory services will in- 
crease to $27.28 per hour 


from the current $26.24 per 
hour, USDA said, reports 
CNS. 

USDA pays the costs of 
all meat and poultry in- 
spection performed during- 
routine working hours but 
charges for meat and 
poultry inspection services 
performed during overtime 
hours. 

USDA said the increased 
rates aro necessary to cover 
the increased cost of pro- 
viding inspection services. 


These new rates ore being 
implemented as an interim 
regulation, rather than 
Issued as a proposal, 
because of the immediate 
need to bring inspection 
charges in line with costB, 
starting with the new fiscal 
year on Oct. 1.

Industry sources have 
mixed ideas about the ef- 
fects recent tax legislation 
will have on fourth-quarter 
feeder cattle placements, 
reports CNS. 

Under U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan’s Economic 
Recovery Tax Act of 1981, 
Future’s investors will no 
longer be able to 
simultaneously write off 
current year losses and roll 
potential profits into 1982 
or beyond. 

. With this In JpinU, '-more 
people will be tieirig cattle 
as a tax shelter than in the 
past," said Bob Kuhn, Mer- 
rill Lynch Commodities 
Inc. Analyst. 

Cheaper grain prices and 
the ability to deduct those 
costs from 1981 income 
also will spur interest in 
feeder cattle, he said. 

"My sources have seen 
people in the auction boms 
they haven't seen before," 
Kuhn said, indicating thB 
appearance of • investors 
other than regular cattle 
feeders. 

Lad Hitch, chairman of 
the board of Hitch Enter- 
prises, said by the end of 
the year he expects 76%. of 
the cattle in the firm's 
feedlots to be Investor own- 
ed and 26% to be farmer- 
rancher owned, in the 
fourth quarter last year, 
Hitch said, the ratio was 


about 60% investor to 40% 
farmer-rancher. 

Currently, tho ratio of 
tho 108,000 head of cattle 
in Hitch feedlots is 60% in- 
vestor owned to 60% far- 
mer-rancher owned. 

But, he said, “Wo aren’t 
your regular feedlob. We 
work at securing investors 
harder and spend more 
money on it than most 
feedlots. "We're the excep- 
tion to the rule, but this 
shows u trend," Hitch said. 

Tyro plains states feeillot 
operators, who sold 10% of 
their placements are owned 
by investors, agreed that 
more investors will place 
cattle in the fourth quarter 
then in the past. One 
operator said he expects in- 
vestor interest to increase 
to 26% and “They won’t be 
cowboys." 

However, John Ginzol, 
Drexel Burnham Lambert 
Inc. analyst, doubts 
whether' overall fourth- 
quarter placements will in- 
crease because of the tax 
legislation. 

Despite new tax law in- 
centives to feed cattle, the 
overall economic situation, 
interest rates and tight 
money could discourage 
placements by traditional 
cattle feeders who seek bet- 
ter feeding margins before 
placing more cattle, ho

USDA officials previous 
ly have told CNS that lht 
species tests employed by 
USDA on Australian bed 
shipments would not be 
sensitive enough to 
distinguish beef from but 
falo meat— since both are 
bovine species.

A fungus disease that has 
cut yields on some on*half 
million acres of irrigated 
alfalfa in the Pacific 
Northwest within the past 
five years apparently has 
bean spotted for the first 
lime in Montana this 
summer. 

Initial teats on samples 
taken in late June from an 
irrigated field of Vernal 
variety alfalfa near Ulro in 
Cascade County indicate 
pTesense of the disease, 
called Verticillium wilt. 

., That's the report from 
forage breeder Kay Ditter- 
Ujie and plant pathologist 
Don Mathre, both with the 
Mathre, both with the 
Montana Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station. 

"Although tests to fully 
confirm the disease won't 
be completed until early 
September, we're pretty 
sure that it is Verticillium 
wilt," Ditterline said. 

The disease affects only 
alfalfa grown under irriga- 
tion or in areas of high 
raWall, he reported. He 
ssthnated about half Mon- 
tana's alfalfa production, 
which totals some 1,200,000 
acres annually, is grown 
under those conditions. 

Verticillium wilt can cut 
■J® normal seven- to 
eight-year life of an alfalfa 
stand in half, while reduc- 
jng yields up to 60% within 

,® e years,’* Ditterline 
said. 

; One report indicates the 
msease has struck every ir- 
l^ated elfalfa stand older 
han on« year ^ the 


« , .°ne year in 
ywotnbia River basin. 


It has also been found in 
Utah and Wisconsin, appar- 
rently spread by shipments 
of disease-infested seed 
from the Pacific Northwest, 
Mathre noted. 

"Verticillium wilt is 
spread by a fungus which 
resides inside the alfalfa 
seed,” he said. “That's 
why fungicides won’t con- 
trol it. The disease can also 
be carried on stems, leaves 
and roots of the plant. So, it 
'can also be spread by farm 
implements and trucks 
carrying infested hay." 

Forage breeder Ditterline 
offered several suggestions 
to prevent any further out- 
breaks of the disease in 
Montana. 

Ono would be to aviod 
planting seed produced in 
Washington, Oregon and 
Idaho. 

Ditteline also advised 
livestock producers to avoid 
buying hay from these 
states.

"We haven’t tested 
either variety here in Mon- 
tana, but they should be 
adapted to our conditions,” 
Ditterline said. 

Ditterline and Mathre are 
currently developing Verti- 
cillium wilt resistant alfalfa 
varieties specifically for 
Montana conditions. How- 
ever, they reported, these 
varieties won’t bs available 
to growers for at least seven 
years.

In addition, Ginzel warn- 
ed against comparing this

Unless investors are able 
to hedge in a report, they 
probably will not place 
feeder cattle in the fourth 
quarter to roll income over 
into 1982, said Curtia 
Mahon, Thomson McKin- 
non Securities, Inc. ana- 
lyst. 

Besides, Mahon said, on- 
ly investors who have made 
income from the sale of cat- 
tle in 1 98] will be eligible to 
deduct feed cost9 that ex- 
ceed what the placements 
have actually ■ consumed. 

But Raymond Dalio, 
president of Bridgewater 
Associates Inc., an 
agricultural consulting 
firm, said investors will 
find profitable margins in 
October as feeder cattle 
movement increases. Ex- 
cellent grazing conditions 
are keeping feeder cattle 
from being placed now, 
supporting higher prices 
and making margins un- 
profitable. 

Feed prices and the 
change in the future's tax 
straddle laws might in- 
crease feeder cattle 
placements where that 
looks profitable, said Gary 
Lark, Vice President of 
Agra Trading Co. Inc: 


“In no case will the tax 
change be the predominant 
reason 1 ' for increased 
fourth-quarter placements, 
according to Bill Jones, Na- 
tional Cattlemen’s Assn, 
vice president for policy 
development.

Brock orders GATT review 


Rich Blair of Cattle-Fax 
concluded the conference 
program with a cattle 
market outlook. He predict- 
ed, “fourth quarter fed 
cattle prices will average in 
the high $60 's to low $70' s 
and $70 feeder cattle in the 
next few months is not 
unrealistic.” Blair said 400 
lb. steer calves will average 
in the high $60's to low 
$70'8 through September 
and October with a possibil- 
ity of $80 steer calves during 
November and December. 
The analyst said breed cow 
prices will trade in the 
$460-560 range this fall with 
tops to $600. 


U.S. trade represen- 
tative, William Brock, 
recently threatened to ask 
members of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) to decide 
whether the European 
Economic Community Is 
injuring U.S. agriculture 
by subsidizing farm ex- 
ports, reports CNS. 

Brock said the U.S. will 
ask members of GATT to 
conduct an international 
review “if we are unable to 
settle our problems with 
their (EEC) subsidy pol- 
icies bilaterally.” 

Testifying before the 
Joint Economic Subcom- 
mittee on Agriculture and 
Transportation, Brock said 
the administration was 
“seriously disturbed by the 
increasing use of agricul- 
tural subsidies by the 
EEC.’’ 

He noted that U.S. farm- 
ers face government-sub- 
sidized competition on ex- 


ports of poultry, wheat, 
wheat flour, hoof and 
several other farm pro- 
ducts. 

Brock said the U.S. 
would employ the GATT 
subsidies code, developed 
during the multilateral 
trade negotiations, in an ef- 
fort to “eliminate this un- 
fair competition." Since its 
inception, the GATT sub- 
sidies code has never been 
used. 

However, Representative 
Fred Richmond (D-N. Y .) 
questioned the effective- 
ness of Brock’s threat, say- 
ing, “GATT works so slow- 
ly and time is running out." 

Brock acknowledged 
that GATT works slowly, 
but said “it Is a new instru- 
ment and it is important to 
use it in order to develop 
it.’’ 

GATT represents 81 ma- 
jor trading nations, but 
does not include China or 
the Soviet Union. 


The U.S. and New 
Zealand recently signed an 
agreement which will 
resolve the dispute bet- 
ween the two countries 
over alleged subsidies on 
exports of Now Zealand 
lamb to the U.S. 

A U.S. trade represen- 
tative’s office release said 
the bilateral agreement, in 
effect, represents U.S. 
acknowledgement of New 
Zealand's acceptance of the 
subsidies code in the 
General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, reports 
CNS. 

Under the code. New 
Zealand will bo prohibited 
from renewing its soven ex- 
port incentive programs, 
one of which involves iamb, 
when they expire. Mean- 
while, tho U.S. must prove 
its meat industry has boon 
injured by New Zealand’s 
export subsidies on lamb 
before imposing a counter- 
vailing duty. 

The program that sub- 
sidized lamb exports is one 


of seven export incentive 
schomcs provided by the 
New Zoulund government, 
according a USTH spokes- 
man. Of the seven, three 
expire March 31, 1983 and 
the remaining four expire 
March 31, 1986. 

The recent announce- 
ment means that no 
countervailing duty may be 
imposed on U.S. imports of 
New Zealand lamb unless 
the U.S. International 
Trade Commission decides 
there is a “reasonable in- 
dication of injury'' to the 
U.S. meat industry os a 
result of the subsidies. A 
preliminary decision must 
be made within the next 46 
days. 

Tho U.S. National Wool 
Growers Assn, first 
brought Lhe case before the 
federal government in July. 

The bilateral agreement 
came in the form of ex- 
change letters bclwcen 
USTR William Brock and 
New Zealand's minister of 
overseas trade, Brian 
Tnlboys.

r I'lie annual llr-ci Angus 
Sunday uflenioon field day 
program for 1981 featured 
Dr. Robert Tolusek, Okla- 
homa State University; and 
the subject of beef cattle 
size, form , and function for 
the* L980s and beyond. The 
program proved to be very 
informative; and Paul Redd 
of Redd Ranches added in- 
formation about cow size 
and production techniques 
on their operations. A ques- 
tion and answer period 
directed by MC Forrest 
Dassford produced addi- 
tional information for those 
in attendence. 

Totusek discussed some 
practices that are generally 
accepted and considered ad- 
vantageous in beef cattle 
production! and that he ap- 
plied an additional coat- 
factor to. He indicated 
sometimes these generally 
accepted practices become 
unprofitable. TotUBok said 
he always applied tho addi- 
tional cost-factor. 

Creep feeding, as an ex- 
ample, sometimes may not 
be profitable. The highest 
level of winter feeding in 
research projects has never 
proved to bo the most pro- 
fitable route. The same ap- 
plies to tho highest percen- 
tage of calf crop. The dis- 
cussion included the use of 
implants, and crossbreeding 
in animal production by tlie 
Oklahoma researcher. 

Paul Redd indicated that 
at Redd Ranches they uti- 
lized 8 things that raado 
,l cow sense" in their 62 
years of experience in the 
high desert of western Col- 
orado. They included; 

• Use yearling bulls 

• Sell the old bulla 

• Don’t buy fat bulls 

• Buy only top perfor- 
mance bulls 

• Select for good feet and 


In a country Lliut sits at 
5,000 7.000 f«c*t in elevation 
(the summer country is up 
to l L,000 foot). Redd said 
that they haul water for 4 
months of tho year. Redd 
said, "bet mother nature 
tell you what cow is the best 
for your country." 

“We went a heavy calf, 
like everyone else/' said 
Redd. "We used to think 
that the bigger tho better, 
but we have culled far too 
many big cows," he con- 
tinued. "Have some perfor- 
mance standard for your 
cow herd. Cull every open 
cow; and keep every good, 
big heifer calf," advised 
Redd. 

An interesting sidelight 
discussion developed in the 
question and answer 
period. Dr. Totusek dis- 
cussed with tho crowd tho 
political Issues that faced 
animal breeders today. It 
was agreed that tho political 
mix was different today 
than it has over been; there 
ore more non-agricultural 
votes than there has ever 
been, and animal welfare in- 
terest presents a strong 
challenge at the present 
time. 

It was his opinion that 
the over-all objective of 
many of these animal wel- 
fare people is to bring about 
total Bocial change in this 
country; and that is the 
dangerous part of the anti- 
animal people today, in- 
dicated Dr. Totusek. 

The field day closed with 
a slide presentation in the 
evening in downtown Sher- 
idan by Dr. Totusek.

to detect cancer in cattle 


Japanese scientists have 
developed a new technique 
for quick detection of a 
highly infectious, fatal cat- 
tle Leukemia, Japan's 
Kyodo news service re- 
ported recently. 

The new diagnostic 
method uses injected 
fluorescent pork, originully 
developed for detection of 
the most common bovine 
Leukemia virus (BLV) typo 
that infects adult cattle, ac- 
cording to the agency, 
reports UCN. 

It said the achievement 
was made by the vet- 
erinary science depart- 
ments of two national 
universities in Moriolui and 
Hokkaido. 

"To reaeorchers' sur- 
prise," Kyodo said, the new 
method "has also worked 
in detecting cancer in the 
thymus (a gland in the 
chest nenr the throat) 


which had been thought to 
be totally unrelated." 

The BLV type is ex- 
tremely prevalent in Japan. 
Out of a total cattle popula- 
tion of about 4 million 
head, ns many aa 20% 
reportedly have the disease 
unnunlly.

The Reagan administra- 
tion recently said it oppos- 
ed a proposal to provide 
commodity loans to 
farmers guaranteed by the 
Commodity Credit Corp. 
reports CNS. 

Such a proposal has boon 
introduced in the House by 
Rep. Dan Glickman (R- 
Kan.). Glickman has said a 
privately financed, federal- 
ly guaranteed loan pro- 
gram to provide a higher 
loan rate and supplement 
the existing direct loan pro- 
gram could be beneficial to 
farm income and hold down 
federal spending. 

The administration 
already has the authority 
to implement such a pro- 
gram, according to Everett 
Rank, administrator of the 
agriculture department’s 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, 
and has chosen not to do 
so.
